DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 38,39,43,56-68,70-72, 85 and 87-95 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose a second fluid channel in fluid communication with 
the first fluid channel at an intersection within the ultrasonic cavity; wherein the first fluid 
channel and the second fluid channel extend substantially parallel each other on 
opposite sides of a dividing wall between them, and wherein the intersection comprises 
a passageway through the dividing wall. 

The prior art does not disclose the ultrasonic particle manipulator wherein the 
cross sectional configuration of the ultrasonic cavity is non-uniform in the direction of 
fluid communication through the intersection and is operative to collect fluid-borne 
particles from fluid in the first fluid channel and move collected fluid particles through the 
intersection to the second fluid channel by varying the actuation frequency of the 
ultrasonic transducer.
